It never lived tor «ny corporate 
purpose whatever, but was a mere skeleton of 
a derelict association. Yet in 1881, by one 
of the most exliaordlua'y proceedings on 
record, this defunct company msde aselgu- 
mentto tbe Hew Orleans Pacific company, 
and It was upon such a title that tbe. latter 
b»sed Its claims. Tbe transfer was radically 
Vicious and absolutely void. The considera- 
tion for it was tbe enormous sum of one 
dollar. One-third ot the stockholders de- 
nounced the act before the interior depart- 


— menta» "» sham and fraud." He was glad 


to know that the secretary of the interior 
wa» going to investigate this matter, and he 
hoped In the future there would be an ad- 
mlnisU.tlou which would be in the interest

He gave «« his reason fer mak- 
ing tbe statements that he hod been held to 
most serious responsibility for not effectively 
rescuing theOreeley party:; that it had been 
published all o*er the world that lie was In 
•fault; that in his own defense he simply 
wished to state a fact, that Greoley could 
Im've beeu lescuod, and that he (Hwen) did 
all In his jxjwer tp have him rescued. The 
secretary of war in his annual report lias 
largely confiiuied the opinion expressed in 
the press that he (Ha^en) was responsible for 
tiie death of these men.

He said that 
he proposed to show that letters had U>en pur- 
oined from desks In tbe slgual office and 
taken to the secretary of war by the person 
purloining them; that the per-wn. received 
special uiuplo> uient after purloining tbe let- 
ters. He said they wanted to show tbe gen- 
eral course of the administration with refer- 
ence to the shlef signal officer; that nothing 
was safe or stored fu the office of the chief 
sigual officer from the hand of this secretly 
ot war by day or night.

was immediately accepted by the railway 
officials.

ness Interests and tbe rights of tbe people of 
the said states, and a continuance of which 
endangersrthe public peace aud the safety of 
the company's property; and 


WHMCKAS, The nnderslgued, representing 


the states above named, being anxious time- 
store harmonious relations between the said 
company aud its employes, and to restore to 
the public the unobstructed nie of the said 
lines of railroad, do recommend and request 
the said company to restore to its striking 
employes tu Missouri and Kansas tbe same 
wages wbl.Ch were paid to them In September, 
1884, including one and one-half p*Hce for the 
extra time worked, and to restore all the said 
striking employes to their several employ- 
ments without prejudice to them on accouut 
of the strike. 


Believing that the foregoing witi constitute 


a just and fair settlement, we recommend their 
acceptance by tbe striking employes «« well 
as by the Missouri Pacific Hallway company.
